THE REGULATOR STRIKES
A ROCK AND IS BEACHED

During a Heavy Gale the Trim Little Vessel of The D. P. & A. N. Co. Meets With
a Serious Accident in Which Her Hull was Badly Damaged---Two Huodred
Passengers and Large Amount of Freight Were Safely Removed.

News reached the city shortly after
noon Toesday that the eteamer Regu-
lator bad been sunk a short distance be-
low the locks. As it was diffcalt for a
time to gain particulars, quite an un-
easiness was felt for the passengers and
erew but later news etated that mo lives
were lost and that the damage was eom-
paratively light.

It appears that the Regulator was
making the ren across from the Wash-
ington to the Oregon side below the
enlrance to the locks. A very stroog
wind was blowing from the Wazhington
shore at the time, and this along with
the ewift water and large load of Ireight
and passengers made it hard to handle
her. When the boat eame close to the
Oregon ehore the wimd and ecurrent
eanght her and before anything could be
done the trim little craft was driven
with terrible [orce against the rocks om
the gshore pear the end of the old port-
age. At first the passengers did not
koow that any eerions danger threat-
ened them and not uontil the lines were
outand Mate Alden called “*All ashore !’
did. they realize the troe state of affairs.

In lesa than twenly minutes from the
time the rocks crushed into the vessel's
side all the passengers were landed and

the deckhands were busily engaged in
getting the freight and livestock ashore,
which they enceeeded in doing to agreat
extent before the water came over the
lower deck.

From the time the lines wére run out
votil the lower deck was enbmerged the
boat eontinued to eareen, and fora time
it was feared she wounld upset. Bhe is,
however, considered to be in & compar-
atively safe position, and ean easily be
raieed as soon as proper contrivances
can be secared.

The aecident was one that could not
poseibly be averted, and the action of
the officers snd crew was commenda-
ble. They were cool and coilected and
did splendid work in getting the fwo
hundred passengers off without a single
accident.

UOver cne hundred of the passengers
arrived on the 5:20 train last eyening,
the others remaining over until the
night train and today's best. On nc-
count of the enormouns traffic over the
D. P. & A. N. line at present, the tem-
porary damage to the boat will canze
great ineonvenieneeto the company.

The Regulator 19 certainly one of the
gtrongest and best vessels on the Col-
umbia, and as it ia & Dalles boatin
every sense of the word, everyone re=
gretted the accident.
